One hundred years ago today 
the United States Supreme Court 
handed down an important racial 

“ decision. It was 
one which be- 
came known as 
the ‘‘Dred Scott 
decision.’ It 

stook its name 
Paatrom the man 
fmwho was in- 
volved, a freed 
slave. He had 
sued to deter- 
mine his civil 
rights. 

On that date, March 6, 1857, 
the nation was in the grip of an 
increasingly angry debate over 
the question of slavery. The 
South, which knew better, none- 
theless allowed its fire-eaters to 
jockey it into a hopelessly im- 
moral position—defense of slav- 
ery. From that moment the Con- 
federacy, which was to be 
formed four years later, was 
doomed by world opinion. Slav- 
ery, in 1857, no longer was de- 
fensible. The currents of moral 
opinion ran too strongly against 
it. 

The court's decision in the 
case of Dred Scott sustained 
Slavery as an institution in the 
territories. 

The Dred Scott decision has- 

tened the Civil War between the 
states. That war abolished the 
Dred Scott decision. It changed 
the Constitution to prohibit slav- 
ery. It amended it, too, to make 
more certain the meaning of the 
Constitution—namely, that every 
citizen of this free country is 
free and has equal rights as a 
citizen.

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Griffin Gives Notice 
To the Bug-Bitten 


An angry Gov. Griffin has given pub- 
lic notice to his appointees—all of them, 
including his brother, the ubiquitous 
Cheney—to quit running for office or re- 
sign. 

This was a sharp rebuke to Revenue 
Commissioner T. V. “Red” Williams, who 
Saturday announced he seriously was con- 
sidering resigning, as a revenue commis- 
sioner is required, to campaign for the 
governorship. The bug bit brother Cheney 
Griffin over the week-end and he, too, 
let the public, which really hadn’t asked 
for any statement, know that he, too, 
might set out for a big chair on the hill. 

Brother Cheney has turned up in a 
lot of places, including the floor of both 
houses of the Legislature during debate 
on important bills. Presumably he went 
there just to be better able to hear the 
debate. It is no surprise at all to find him 
acting like a candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor. He has shown as many signs of 
yearning for office as the moth for the 
flame. 

The governor apparently means it. 
And so we propose three rousing cheers 
for him. “The word” is he will be a can- 
didate for Congress himself, but it must 
be said he has revealed no such intent. 
He now is demanding all his appointees, 
including Brother Cheney and Friend 
Red, quit running for office or resign. He 
is consistent, since he said more than a 
year ago he wanted all his staff to at- 
tend to their jobs. 

It is becoming a habit for many per- 
sons who hold one job in government, 
appointive or elective, to send up trial 
balloons and, if they do well, to run for 
office while holding on to their political 
job. 

This sort of tactic is becoming less and 
less popular with the public. The gov- 
ernor senses this when he orders his own 
people to resign if they want to politic. 

Again we say, “three rousing cheers.”

Has Place in Business 


There are few among us who cannot 
recall with chagrin the youthful and 
costly venture at the carnival or fair 
when we succumbed to the come-on of 
the barker who urged us to try to beat 
him at his game. 

The painful memory is evoked by the 
Fulton County Grand Jury presentment 
concerning “sidewalk pulling” of cus- 
tomers and other high-pressure, decep- 
tive tactics that lead the public into con- 
tracts which in turn lead to garnish- 
ments. 

The jury report cites these methods 
as a violation of good business ethics 
and practices. The Better Business Bu- 
reau deplores such pressure tactics. 

Since the practices are not direct vio- 
lations of the law, the burden is on the 
conscience of the merchant and the cau- 
tion of the customer. 

Because a few consciences seem in- 
ured, one must invoke “Caveat emptor.” 

It’s an old rule, but always a gaod 
one. And the need is still here.

Revival of Isolationism 


Is a Disturbing Trend 


Informed columnists and reporters in 
Washington are calling attention to a 
trend to isolationism in the U.S. Con- 
gress that is becoming alarming. If it is 
carried too far, isolation could become 
just that—the United States isolated in 
an otherwise Communist world. 

The revival of the “Fortress America” 
concept, for instance, is made to order for 
the Kremlin. It should be noted that 
Khrushchev himself heartily has en- 
dorsed the idea. 

It is tempting to Americans to fall 
back into their old ways, to say that what 
goes on in the rest of the world is no con- 
cern of theirs. The disasters brought on 
in the past by this attitude should be so 
well known that all of us would shud- 
der at the idea. 

United States security and our stand- 
ard of living today depend upon this 
country retaining as many friends as 
possible in the world. While it is not too 
widely publicized, we have become a 
“have not” nation. Having used up our 
own resources in an example of profligate 
waste unparalleled in history, today we 
must import from other countries about 
half the raw materials used in our in- 
dustry. 

By the same token, the underdevel- 
oped countries from which we. buy raw 
materials need to sell to us and to buy 
‘the products of our factories, Foreign 
trade means the difference between to- 
day’s prosperity and depression. 

Those who oppose foreign aid and 
efforts to build up the living standards 
of underdeveloped countries forget that

viet orbit, a market and a source of raw 
materials for American industry disap- 
pears. This type of warfare aimed at our 
economic system is why the Russians so 
devoutly hope for a return to isolation- 
ism in the United States.

We cannot isolate ourselves in today’s 
world. If we try, the end result will be 
utter disaster.

Streets Aren’t Intended 
For Parking Vehicles 


Downtown street parking is getting 
considerable attention at the Southern 
conference of the American Transit Asso- 
ciation in Atlanta. 


While realizing that a little self-in- 
terest is involved in the delegates’ theme 
that downtown streets should be used to 
move vehicles and not to park automo- 
biles, the transit people are right. At- 
lanta has not yet learned that lesson and 
until it does the traffic situation is going 
to become worse. 


The downtown business area feels the 
effect increasingly as each year more and 
more automobiles try to crowd downtown. 
It has affected the development of public 
transit, magnifying the problem the lat- 
ter seeks to correct. 

While Atlanta officials timorously de- 
cide to ban on-street parking at an ex- 
pressway construction site, no attempt 
yet has been made to get at the heart of 
the problem by banning it altogether in 
the downtown area.

Protein 
Diets Keep 
Up Energy 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
The science of nutrition has 
taken the hazards and the hunger 
out of reducing. 


The principle. of reducing is 
this: When the calories in the 
daily diet are cut below require- 
ments, nature is forced to draw 
on reserve fuel stored in excess 
pounds and body fat is jlost. 


Whether 6r not you are dieting, 
the body is constantly repairing 
and renewing itself. For this 
vital reason, the protective foods 
which furnish the necessary re- 
pair materials must be included 
in adequate amounts in a safe 
reducing diet. 


EXTRA POUNDS 


Or to express it another way, 
think of the extra pounds as be- 
ing made up of fats, starches 
and sugars, materials that can 
be safely drawn on for part of 
your energy needs. Carry it fur- 
ther, think what these stored 
pounds lack. 

They lack protein, minerals 
and vitamins, the very nutrients 
needed daily. The well nourished 
body has some reserves of these 
vital materials, but there is no 
effective storage. And that is 
why the daily diet, regardless of 
calorie restriction, must be built 
around the foods that cover these 
protective requirements. 

Modern adequate reducing 
diets contain as much or more 
protein than is normally used. A 
safe diet must contain adequate 


protein to make good the upkeep | 


and repair of body tissue. It is 
advantageous to have extra pro- 
tein (and by extra is meant pro- 
tein not needed for tissue re- 
pair), since protein stimulates 
the metabolism. 

For this reason, modern reduc- 
ing diets include one or two eggs, 
a pint of skim milk or butter- 
milk or one glass of milk and an 
ounce of cheese or one-half cu 
of cottage cheese, and five or 
six ounces of lean meat, fish or 
chicken.

‘‘These findings indicated that the average person had a 
mental age of 13, but the-hasty interpretation overlooked the 
fact that full maturity of intelligence was reached under these 
tests at the age of 16,” said Mr. Ferguson. “Hence a 13-year-old 
mind, far from being used as a term of opprobrium, ought to be 
used as a term of respect.”’

“NEW EARTH EMERGING” 


“In our changing times a new 
earth is emerging,”’ Dr. Harris 
continued. ‘‘Is it to be the earth 
of redemption, or is there the 
possibility of another crucifixion 
of Christian truth on this planet? 

“TI don't believe that the latter 
is coming. But,’’ he reminded 
his audience, “to talk about 
changing human society with- 
out changing human nature is 
lunatic. It’s not in the chan- 
ceries of nations that life and 
death is decided, but in the 
hearts and minds of individual 
men and women. 

“There is danger,’’ he added, 
“that people will become so 
interested in problems all over 
the world that they forget the 
problems in themselves. ‘‘We 
must do the work that’s near- 
est. We have to put things we 
believe in into operation where 
we are.”’ 

Dr. Harris has recently re- 
turned from Asia where.he was 
President Eisenhower's special 
ambassador to the inauguration 
of Syngman Rhee in Korea. 


“MORE IN DANGER” 


“Syngman Rhee believes,” 
Dr. Harris said, ‘‘that the free 
nations are more in danger of 
being absorbed by communism 
than ever before, but he also 
believes that the evil essences 
of communism will be realized 
in time to save humanity.” 

Remarking that a just peace 
and not appeasement is the goal 
of our time, Dr. Harris said, 
‘“‘We are looking for a time 
when the lion and the lamb may 
lie down together. But we must 
be sure that the lamb isn’t in- 
side the lion.” ~ 

As prelude and postlude to 
Dr. Harris’ speech, staff mem- 
bers of the center presented 
brief dramatizations that 
showed something of the his- 
tory and nature of freedom, 
concerning which ‘‘familiarity 
breeds not contempt, but com- 
placency.”’

At Opera, Yet

major cities of the United States.)

NEW YORK, March 5—The demise of the man- 
slons has popularized the mass debut. 


Occasionally, parties are given to introduce a debu- 
tante in New York during the winter, most frequently 
at the St. Regis, and during June and September on 


the remaining estates of 

The cost of these parties may 
run from $5,000 to $50,000. but 
they ate not comparable to the 
one given for Barbara Hutton in 
December, 1930, at the old Ritz- 
Carlton. The decorations alone 
cost $50,000 for that event. 


Although Tuxedo Park held its 
first Autumn Ball in 1886, New 
York did not see its first mass 
debut until 1935 at the Debutante 
Cotillion and Christmas Ball, 
which is held annually at the 
Waldorf-Astoria for the benefit 
of the New York Infirmary. 


NOTHING TO $1,200 


Presentation at a mass debut 
may cost from nothing to $1,200. 

In recent years, the mass 
debut vogue has also become 
popular in Brooklyn, where the 
annual Yuletide Ball has en- 
tered its second decade, and in 
fashionable country areas sur- 
rounding New York. Many of 
those held in Fairfield County, 
Westchester and New Jersey 
are connected with country 
clubs. 


Of all the dances for debu- 
tantes, none compares in exclu- 
siveness with the New York Jun- 
ior Assemblies which are held 
twice a year for debutantes of 
old families, but at which no 
presentations are made. 

The Assemblies, begun more 
than half a century ago, have 
been the bane of socially ambi- 
tious parents. Mere money does 
not impress the committee in 
charge, headed by Mrs. Lyman 
C. Bleecker, wife of a Protestant 
Episcopal clergyman in Cold 
Spring Harbor, L.I. 

Many girls make their formal 
debuts at dinners preceding the 
Assemblies. The dinners are 
usually given at private homes, 
at 1A East 77th St. or at the 
Plaza, where the dances have 
been held since the closing of the 
Ritz-Carlton in 1951. 


SHORT ON CASH 


Families long on lineage but 
short on cash have been known 
to ask the Plaza discreetly how 
little it would cost to have a 
dinner for eight before the As- 
sembly. Mr. Newlyrich, on the 
other hand. would gladly spend 
$250,000 to have his daughter ac- 
cepted by the committee. 

Other leading balls for debu- 
tantes include the Grosvenor, 
Gotham and Junior League. 

Even the staid old Assemblies 
have had to retreat somewhat. 
Before World War II no male 
was admitted to the dances with- 
out white tie and tails. Today, 
dress is equally divided between 
white and black tie. 

Even at the opera the trend 
to informality, which started 
after’ World War II, has made 
considerable inroads. In the 
20s, every member of the Metro- 
politan Opera Club wore white 
tie, silk hat and white gloves. 
Today, the top hat is more often 
than not displaced by the black 
homburg. White ties are compul- 
sory in the Opera Club box on

Monday nights, the fashionable 
night at the opera, and black 
ties other nights. Business suits 
predominate in the orchestra 
even on Monday nights. 


OPENING NIGHT 


Opening night, always a Mon- , 


day, no longer presents the 


cream of society on parade. 
Since 1950, first nights have been 
thrown open to general subscrip- 
tion, and society's first night 
has waited until the next Mon- 
day. 

But everyone else who wants 
to see and be seen is there open- 
ing night. Applause bursts forth 
on the entrance of a Marlene 
Dietrich. The crush in the foyers 
and bar is terrific. The manage- 
ment wants it that way. Last 
Oct. 29, the Met had the largest 
gross in its history—$75,510.50. 

The Met was founded in 1883 
by J. Pierpont Morgan, the 
Vanderbilts, George F. Baker, 
William Rockefeller, the 
Goulds and other millionaires 
who could not buy any of the 
18 boxes at the old Academy 
of Music. It gave up being an 
opera -for society alone in 
1933. That year, in desperate 
financial straits, it turned to 
the public for support. 


It is now not quite a peo- 
ple’s opera, but the boxes are 
no longer owned by the fami- 
lies and estates of the original 
incorporators. Without wide 
public support the Met would 
close. 


Mrs. August Belmont, pres- 
ident of the Opera Guild, said 
when she founded the guild in 
1935: “‘Opera has grown from 
a private luxury to a public 
necessity.”’ 

This acceptance of the gen- 
eral public’s support for philan- 
thropic activity, once the ex- 
clusive province of the rich, 
has found expression in many 
fields. 

On Friday afternoons aged 
dowagers arrive in Cadillacs 
at Carnegie Hall to lend tra- 
ditional tone to the Philhar- 
monic Symphony concerts and 
make it society’s matinee. 
However, the Philharmonic 
Symphony Orchestra, likewise, 
to a great extent belongs to 
the people. 


The Horse Show at Madison 
Square Garden is still one of 
the great social and_ sports 
highlights of the year. The an- 
nual Horse Show Ball is one 
of the colorful events of the 
early season. Yet, the Horse 
Show looks to television for 
financial help, and seeks the 
general public in its effort to 
fill the vast stretches of empty 
upper-tiered seats in the Gar- 
den. 


A RETIRED BARBER 


Participation in dog shows 
is no longer.restricted to large 
kennels. The Dodges, Colgates, 
Hoyts and Milbanks make up 
a small proportion of the ex- 
hibitors today. Even the judg- 
ing has opened its ranks. One 
of the top judges of toy dogs 
at Eastern shows is Joe Raba, 
a retired barber of Roselle, 
New Jersey. 


Although riding to the hounds 
has been and is a sport for 
the rich, many of those pur- 
suing the fox today are the 
newly rich. Hunt clubs have 
let down the bars to survive. 

An exception is the Meadow 
Brook Hunt. Formed about 80 
years ago, the Meadow Brook 
is striving to maintain its ex- 
clusiveness with many more 
junior riders of first families 
in the field. ° 

First-family names are still 
in racing. But the Vanderbilts, 
Wideners and Whitneys have 
been joined in ever-increasing 
numbers by car manufactur- 
ers and distributors, oil mil- 
lionaires and chain-store oper- 
ators. Today, as much as pos- 
sible, racing events are sched- 
uled in the interest of the pub- 
lic. 

This broadening of New 
York’s social structure has 
been going on for nearly 100 
years. 

But despite the change in so- 
cial patterns, attendance at 
fashionable churches and the

The leadership of this important segment of American private 
enterprise may serve to stimulate comparable public service 
activities by many other responsible industries.

Estimated 1957 net profits: Bet- 
ter than 1956, 73 per cent; about 
the same, 15 per cent; lower than 
1956, 12 per cent. 
Estimated 1957 profit margin: 
Better than 1956, 41 per cent; 
about the same, 36 -per cent; 
lower than 1956, 23 per cent. 
Estimated 1957 capital expendi- 
tures: Higher than 1956, 43 per 
cent; about the same, 26 per 
cent; lower than 1956, 31 per cent. 


2 IMPLICATIONS

Lithonia Will Vote Again 
March 30 on Bond Issue 


A previously approved bond issue for city improvements for 
Lithonia will be voted on again March 30, according to Mayor W. 
Marbut Blackmon. 

The $70,000 issue includes a 
slum clearance program, street 
improvements and a swimming 
pool. Federal funds will supple- 
me the slum funds, Blackmon 
said. 


A bond issue of $68,000 was ap- 
proved by the voters last Octo- 
ber, Blackmon said, but because 
of legal wording in the advertise- 
ments, Blackmon decided to hold 
another election this month. “‘We 
didn’t want to have any part of 
the program jeopardized because 
of a legal technicality,’’ he said. 


The mayor also disclosed that
